REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE 

Presbyterian  Hospital 


To  the  Members  of  the  Society,  the  Churches  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  notable  one  in  the  history  of  the  hospital,  and  may 
well  prove  to  be  a  happy  consummation  of  the  patient,  hard  work  of  our  staff 
for  a  long  period.  Its  effort  has  been  to  so  perfect  our  service  as  to  place  it  in 
the  forefront  of  similar  undertakings  and  to  increase  and  enlarge  its  research 
work  until  it  shall  be  an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  medical 
advancement  and  be  recognized  as  such. 

This  thought  has  been  ever  present  in  the  minds  of  certain  members  of  the 
staff  and  they  have  given  constantly  and  very  freely  of  their  time  and  effort  to 
its  fulfillment.  So  that  when  Mr.  A.  Flexner  came  to  Chicago,  as  representative 
of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  to  investigate  the  feasibility  and  desirability  of 
founding  a  medical  school  in  connection  with  the  Chicago  University,  and  after 
a  careful  survey  of  the  hospital  and  its  allied  interests,  and  the  results  of  the 
research  work  accomplished  by  its  staff,  declared  in  favor  of  affiliating  it  with 
the  proposed  new  school,  this  was  a  source  of  gratification  to  all  who  have  had 
a  part  in  the  effort  for  the  past  years. 

Our  situation  is  particularly  well  adapted  to  such  work,  as  we  are  in  the 
midst  of  the  largest  medical  center  of  the  country,  there  being  within  a  radius 
of  three  or  four  blocks  about  three  thousand  beds.  This  furnishes  an  abundance 
of  clinical  material  which  is  necessary  for  teaching  purposes. 

Different  proposals  have  been  made  to  us  to  become  a  part  of  such  a  pro- 
posed school,  but  none  of  them  was  satisfactory  till  the  plan  of  the  University 
of  Chicago  was  brought  to  us.  This  plan  is  in  line  with  all  that  we  have  been 
working  for,  and  promised  an  opportunity  for  increased  usefulness ;  and  the 
Board  of  Managers  was  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  the  hospital  should  heartily 
co-operate  with  the  university,  that  the  new  school  might  become  the  great 
center  of  medical  teaching  in  the  country. 

You  are  probably  familiar  with  the  details  of  the  proposed  plan,  by  which 
the  General  Education  Board  and  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  each  gave  one 
million  dollars,  contingent  on  there  being  secured  the  additional  sum  of  three 
million  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  large  sum  has  been  pledged, 
through  the  generosity  of  a  few  public  spirited  individuals,  and  the  way  is  now 
open  for  our  permanent  establishment  as  a  teaching  hospital,  in  connection  with 
the  Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Chicago,  which  bids  fair  to  be  the 
greatest  medical  school  of  the  country. 
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In  the  development  of  the  plan,  contracts  have  been  entered  into  between 
the  University  of  Chicago,  Rush  Medical  College  and  the  Otho  S.  A.  Sprague 
Memorial  Institute  and  the  hospital,  and  similar  contract  is  expected  with  the 
Memorial  Institute  for  Infectious  Diseases.  The  post  graduate  work  of  the 
new  school  will  be  done  at  our  hospital  and  opportunities  will  be  given  for 
medical  work  of  all  kinds,  especially  research.  "It  will  afford  an  opportunity 
to  do  in  Chicago  as  good  or  better  work  than  medical  men  have  been  able  to 
get  in  visits  abroad,"  is  the  statement  of  Dr.  Frank  Billings.  This  means  for 
Chicago  what  no  other  city  in  the  United  States  possesses — a  high  grade  univer- 
sity medical  school  and  a  properly  organized  and  equipped  school  for  the  fur- 
ther training  of  physicians  already  at  work.  "The  influence  of  this  new  institu- 
tion will  be  broader  than  the  city  or  state  in  which  it  is  located.  It  will  be 
national  and  reach  out  and  stimulate  good  work  in  every  part  of  the  country," 
states  the  Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  Such  is  the  oppor- 
tunity which  has  finally  come  to  us  to  be  a  teaching  hospital,  affiliated  with  a 
strong  medical  school,  which  is  the  only  effective  method  for  giving  the  best 
service  to  the  sick. 

While  the  present  staff  will  all  resign,  it  is  probable  that  most  of  them  will 
be  reappointed  by  the  university.  The  men  who  have  made  the  hospital  so 
successful  in  the  past  expect  to  retain  their  present  connection,  and  the  hospital 
expects  and  desires  them  to  do  so.  But  the  staff  and  the  administration  of  the 
hospital  fully  believe  in  the  efficiency  of  the  proposed  plan  for  the  school  and 
will  work  for  its  success  vigorously.  We  believe  that  it  will  give  the  hospital 
a  unique  position  of  prominence  and  usefulness  in  the  entire  country. 

Some  misapprehension  having  arisen  in  the  minds  of  a  few  of  our  friends, 
it  should  be  emphasized  that  all  the  property  of  the  hospital,  including  endow- 
ment funds,  remains  intact  as  its  property,  and  that  its  management  will  remain 
unchanged,  in  control  of  the  present  Board  of  Managers  and  its  successors.  It  is 
also  true  that  the  hospital  does  not  profit  by  any  of  the  large  sum  already  sub- 
scribed, as  has  been  mentioned.  The  hospital  will  be  administered  on  the  same 
basis  as  heretofore,  and  must  depend  on  the  liberality  of  its  friends  to  enable 
it  to  measure  up  to  the  new  opportunity  for  service  which  it  has  assumed. 

Next  in  importance  in  the  record  of  the  year  has  been  the  great  difficulty 
of  administering  the  hospital  without  a  deficit,  due  to  the  radical  advance  in 
wages,  cost  of  all  supplies,  especially  medical  and  surgical.  It  is  an  old  story 
now,  but  each  year  more  intense  and  unfortunately  has  not  yet  culminated.  It 
is  undeniable  that  the  next  year  will  be  much  more  difficult  than  any  so  far 
experienced,  with  a  prospect  of  a  deficit  at  its  end.  Every  proper  measure  for 
increase  of  revenue  and  control  of  expense  has  been  put  into  effect,  short  of 
any  action  for  either  that  would  tend  to  impair  our  service.  If  our  friends 
believe  in  our  work  and  desire  to  see  it  carried  on  as  heretofore,  they  must  stand 
by  us  now  as  never  before. 

Under  the  conditions  it  is  gratifying  to  state  that  there  was  a  small  surplus 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without  the 
generous  assistance  of  our  friends,  and  this  generosity  we  acknowledge  with 
gratitude.

In  our  report  of  a  year  ago  a  history  of  our  new  building  additions  was 
given,  and  the  statement  made  that  there  would  be  a  floating  debt,  including 
that  incurred  for  the  nurses'  home,  of  about  $250,000. 

The  additions  to  the  Jones  Building  and  the  Private  Pavilion  were  finished 
in  the  early  summer  and  the  increased  space  has  been  in  service  since  August. 
It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  to  you  that  these  buildings  were  erected  well 
within  the  estimates  made  in  advance.  As  the  work  progressed,  certain  addi- 
tions to  the  original  plans  were  found  to  be  desirable  and  necessary,  and  were 
carried  out.  The  cost  of  the  additions  and  furnishings  was  $298,150.  It  was 
fortunate  that  the  contracts  were  let  before  the  advance  in  building  material  and 
wages,  as  at  present  prices  the  cost  would  be  at  least  $75,000  more. 

During  the  year  an  effort  has  been  made  to  liquidate  this  indebtedness. 
There  have  been  so  many  other  demands  on  our  friends  that  the  result  has  not 
been  as  complete  as  we  hoped.  But  with  certain  pledged  subscriptions  yet  to  be 
paid,  this  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $111,500.  We  may  expect  in  the  near  future 
payment  of  a  gift  of  $50,000  for  this  account,  which  will  reduce  the  total  to 
$61,500.  We  have  strong  hopes  of  other  gifts  to  this  fund  during  the  coming 
year.  And  we  desire  to  express  our  gratitude  to  all  who  have  contributed  so 
generously  to  us  in  this  undertaking.  It  would  be  a  very  great  relief  to  the 
management  and  a  very  decided  assistance  in  our  present  difficult  position  if  this 
indebtedness  could  be  entirely  liquidated. 

During  the  year  a  great  loss  has  come  to  us  by  the  death  of  one  of  the 
oldest  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mr.  Eugene  S.  Pike,  which  occurred 
October  17,  1916.  Mr.  Pike  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  1896,  and  his 
term  of  service  was  one  of  the  longest  in  our  history.  Warmly  interested  in 
the  growth  and  advancement  of  the  hospital,  he  served  it  faithfully  in  many 
ways.  He  was  thoroughly  in  sympathy  with  all  our  efforts  for  the  upbuilding 
of  our  service,  for  its  best  disposition  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  advance 
of  medical  teaching.  We  gratefully  recognize  the  value  of  his  services  and 
express  our  appreciation  of  our  loss. 
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The  School  for  Nurses  has  experienced  a  satisfactory  year,  evidenced  by 
the  largest  number  of  applications  and  enrollment  ever  made  in  a  similar  period. 
The  principal  of  the  school  has  been  unable  to  accept  all  of  the  applications 
offered,  and  there  are  entries  already  taken  for  1918.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  applications  being  made  are  of  a  high  grade  of  women. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  number  of  people  cared  for,  which  is  at  the  rate 
of  over  ten  thousand  for  twelve  months,  and  probably  the  largest  service  of  any 
private  hospital  in  the  country. 

In  order  that  our  financial  year  may  correspond  with  the  majority  of  impor- 
tant charitable  organizations  of  the  city,  the  Board  of  Managers  has  changed 
it  to  run  from  January  to  January,  and  the  annual  meeting  from  April  to  Janu- 
ary of  each  year.  The  statements  of  the  hospital  here  annexed  cover  but  nine 
months,  from  April  1,  1916,  to  December  31,  1916. 

No  statement  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  would  be  complete  without 
acknowledgment  of  our  obligation  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  for  its 
devoted  service  and  very  satisfactory  results.  In  all  ways  an  able  assistant  to 
the  Board  of  Managers,  in  many  ways  undertaking  and  accomplishing  work 
which  that  could  not  do,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  is  constantly  developing 
in  efficiency  and  importance. 

The  Social  Service  Department,  under  the  devoted  care  of  Miss  Breeze  and 
her  assistants,  has  been  given  much  additional  work  by  the  increased  number 
of  our  patients.  It  is  constantly  hampered  by  lack  of  funds,  as  we  are  unable 
to  apportion  to  it  such  an  amount  as  its  efficiency  and  importance  warrant. 
But  it  is  giving  as  satisfactory  service  as  its  opportunities  admit. 

The  Out-Maternity  Service  has  been  continued  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

The  teaching  and  research  work  carried  on  in  connection  with  Rush  Medical 
College  and  the  O.  S.  A.  Sprague  Memorial  Institute  has  steadily  advanced  in 
efficiency  and  value. 

What  has  been  already  stated  about  the  medical  school  as  the  result  of  the 
efforts  of  our  staff  would  seem  to  sufficiently  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
latter's  work,  but  your  President  desires  to  still  further  acknowledge  all  its 
assistance  to  him  and  all  its  constant  labor  for  the  welfare  of  the  hospital. 

We  are  under  obligations  to  our  superintendent,  Mr.  Bacon;  the  principal 
of  the  School  for  Nurses,  Miss  McMillan;  to  all  their  assistants;  to  internes, 
nurses  and  employes  who  have  so  faithfully  worked  with  us  and  with  each 
other  and  have  accomplished  such  a  satisfactory  result. 

The  opportunities  for  service  in  the  year  upon  which  we  are  entering  are 
in  all  respects  the  most  important  of  our  entire  history.  Our  responsibility  to 
these  opportunities  is  correspondingly  great.  Our  financial  necessities  are  sure 
to  be  serious. 

Will  you  help  us  to  carry  these  responsibilities  by  contributing  to  our  sup- 
port as  you  are  able?

THE  FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE 

SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

In  presenting  the  following  report  the  same  record  of  effort  to  keep  up 
with  increasing  work  must  be  again  recorded. 

Additional  number  of  private  room  and  ward  patients  to  be  cared  for; 
never  ending  demands  of  a  teaching  staff;  new  and  interesting  opportunities 
for  service  frequently  presenting  themselves;  the  necessity  of  endeavoring  to 
adhere  to  an  educational  ideal  for  the  nurses'  school,  bring  a  multiplicity  of 
duties  to  the  nursing  staff  which,  while  stimulating,  at  times  seem  conflicting 
and  difficult  to  regulate. 

For  these  reasons  the  number  of  both  staff  and  student  nurses  has  been 
increased.  Thirty-six  pupils  were  received  in  the  spring  of  1916  and  52  in  the 
fall,  this  total  of  88  being  the  largest  number  accepted  in  any  one  year. 

To  allow  for  those  dropping  out,  through  completion  of  the  course  or 
for  other  causes,  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  to  form  large  classes  in 
order  to  carry  on  the  work  placed  upon  the  school.  For  this  reason  the  ques- 
tion of  bedroom  accommodation  becomes  again  a  vital  one. 

The  average  total  number  residing  in  the  Sprague  Home,  from  January, 
1916,  to  January,  1917,  has  been  24  staff  members  and  147  student  nurses,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  171.  Of  these  there  have  been  on  duty  in  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  a  daily  average  of  17  graduate  nurses,  2  dietitians,  94  accepted  student 
nurses  and  35  probationers,  totaling  148.  In  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  an 
average  of  4;  in  the  Outdoor  Obstetrical  Department,  3  (2  non-resident  gradu- 
ate nurses  and  1  resident  student  nurse)  ;  off  duty  for  illness  and  other  causes, 
14.  Added  to  these  the  Principal  of  the  School,  Assistant  to  Principal, 
School  Nurse  and  Domestic  Science  graduate  in  charge  of  the  home,  totals  171 
in  residence  in  the  Sprague  Home. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  place  an  assistant  night  superintendent  on  duty 
in  the  hospital,  one  person  being  unable  to  carry  the  work;  and  the  college 
also  employed  an  additional  non-resident  graduate  nurse  to  carry  the  night 
work  of  the  Out-door  Obstetrical  Department. 

Requests  have  come  from  the  Central  Free  Dispensary  for  a  larger  nursing 
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staff  and  from  the  Social  Service  Department  for  continuous  nursing  service, 
but  as  a  number  of  the  hospital  departments  are  still  understaffed,  it  has 
been  impossible,  as  yet,  to  meet  these  requests. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  days  of  nursing  service  has 
been  accomplished  in  the  Central  Free  Dispensary.  Student  nurses  have  been 
on  duty  177  days  in  the  Durand  Contagious  Hospital;  138  days  in  the  Social 
Service  Department  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  and  have  accomplished  65 
days  of  special  duty  nursing.  In  the  Out-door  Obstetrical  Department  2,219 
calls  have  been  made,  1,258  by  the  graduate  nurse  staff  and  961  by  pupils  of 
the  school.  An  average  of  51  graduate  nurses  have  been  engaged  in  the  hos- 
pital for  special  duty  and  have  accomplished  18,543  days  of  nursing. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Misses  North  there  is  being  added  to  the 
permanent  staff  a  graduate  non-resident  nurse,  whose  time  is  to  be  devoted 
to  the  care  of  ward  patients  (preferably  women  who  have  been  operated  upon) 
during  the  days  of  extreme  illness.  This  addition  to  the  staff  is  one  of  value 
to  the  institution  and  a  charity  indeed  to  the  sick. 

Thirty-three  nurses  have  been  given  diplomas  of  the  school  during  the 
year,  bringing  the  list  of  graduates  to  266.  Of  those  engaged  in  nursing,  61 
are  "private  duty"  nurses ;  42  hold  institutional  positions ;  9  are  in  public  health 
work;  4  in  foreign  countries,  and  5  are  taking  advanced  study. 

The  instruction  in  "Occupations"  by  Miss  Tracy,  made  possible  for  the 
institution  by  Miss  Drake,  and  just  starting,  we  believe  will  be  of  much 
value  to  the  patients  and  to  those  nurses  so  fortunate  as  to  be  enrolled  in  the 
class,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  may  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  work  of 
the  institution. 

Two  needs  of  the  school  are  presented  as  follows :  A  small  Library  Fund, 
to  allow  systematic  purchase  of  professional  and  other  necessary  magazines, 
and  also  from  time  to  time  new  reference  books  for  class  use. 

The  second  need  is  endowment ;  sufficient  in  amount  to  relieve  the  hospital 
of  the  heavy  burden  of  an  educative  institution;  sufficient,  also,  to  relieve  the 
nurses'  school  of  the  possibility  of  being  sacrificed  to  the  urgent  needs  of  the 
sick  and  the  work  of  the  hospital. 

The  ambition  of  the  school  is  by  no  means  to  overtrain  the  pupil  nurse  or 
to  educate  her  for  work  other  than  that  of  a  nurse,  but,  under  the  present 
method,  it  is  becoming  continually  more  difficult  to  prepare  the  nurse  to  meet 
existing  requirements.  Several  of  the  eastern  schools  for  nurses  already  have 
endowments  started  and  we  do  not  like  to  be  left  behind  in  any  progressive 
measure. 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  kind  interest  of  the  members  of  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary  Board  for  the  past  year,  and  for  Miss  Drake's  generous  and  oft- 
repeated  remembrances.  The  furnishing  of  the  corridor  alcoves  adds  to  the 
comfort  of  the  residents  and  to  the  appearance  of  the  home. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Frederick  Collidge  for  several  gifts  of  fur- 
niture, pictures  and  bric-a-brac;   Mr.  Ernest  Hamill,  who  each  year  provides 
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the  Christmas  dinner  and  festivities;  Mr.  F.  Wight  Neumann  for  the  many 
musical  opportunities  offered  the  student  nurses;  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  hospital  and  of  the  Central  Free  Dispensary.  The  Durand  Hospital  for 
caring  for  our  nurses  in  time  of  illness;  the  Rush  Medical  College;  the 
physicians  of  the  school;  those  who  have  given  lectures  or  other  class  instruc- 
tion; the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  and  his  associates;  the  President 
and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  institution,  and  all  other  friends  of  the  school 
who  have,  in  any  degree,  contributed  to  its  welfare.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S 
AUXILIARY  BOARD 


CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I 

This  organization  shall  be  called  THE  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 
Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  to 
secure  the  co-operation  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in 
the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Assistant  Treas- 
urer. These  officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  continue 
in  office  one  year  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 

For  honorary  officers,  see  By-Laws  Five,  Sections  a  and  b. 

ARTICLE  III 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers, 
chairman  and  vice-chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  and  other  members  of 
the  Board  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  to  fill  the  expired  term  of  one  of 
three  classes,  serving  three  years  respectively. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  membership  will  be  divided  into  three  classes,  Active,  Associate  and 
Contributing.  Active  members  shall  be  recommended  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  this  Board  by  their  respective  churches,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  this  election  shall  be  approved  by  said  Board. 

For  Associate  Members,  see  By-Laws  Seven,  Section  1. 

For  Honorary  Members,  see  By-Law  Five,  Section  c. 

Contributing  members  in  charge  of  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V 

Standing  and  Special  Committees  shall  be  formed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require.  The  chairman  of  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  each  com- 
mittee. New  members  elected  to  the  Board  shall  signify  on  which  committee 
they  wish  to  serve.    See  By-Law  7,  Sections  4  and  7.

DUTIES  OF 
COMMITTEES 


1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY  BOARD 
shall  be  held  the  first  Monday  in  April  at  11  a.  m.,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Board.  The  President  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  asked  to  preside  at  this  meeting.  The  minutes  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  shall  be  approved  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

2.  This  Board  shall  meet  on  the  FIRST  Monday  of  each  month  at 
10.30  a.  m.,  except  during  July,  August  and  September.  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  meet  at  10  a.  m. 

3.  The  Annual  Dues  of  Active  Members  shall  be  two  dollars. 

4.  The  duties  of  the  officers  of  this  Board  shall  be  the  same  as 
usually  belong  to  these  offices.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  order 
named,  assume  the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence.  The  Secre- 
taries and  Treasurer  shall  report  at  each  monthly  meeting  and  at  the 
Annual  Meeting.  The  Auditor  of  the  Corporate  Board  of  Managers  shall 
audit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board. 

5.  (a)  The  office  of  Honorary  President  was  created  in  1897  in  honor 
of  Mrs.  Daniel  A.  Jones.  Since  1908  the  honor  has  been  conferred  upon 
Mrs.  McCormick. 

5.  (b)  A  list  of  Honorary  Vice-Presidents  shall  consist  of  women 
who  have  shown  their  interest  in  the  Hospital  by  their  generous  gifts, 
yet  have  never  belonged  to  the  Active  Membership. 

5.  (c)  A  list  of  Honorary  Members  shall  contain  the  names  of  for- 
mer active  members  who  have  been  of  unusual  service  to  this  Board  but 
who  are  no  longer  in  active  work. 

6.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as  follows :  Associate  Mem- 
bership, Child's  Free  Bed,  Delicacy,  Devotional  and  Visiting,  Entertain- 
ment, Finance,  Furnishing,  Hospital  Bulletin,  Library,  Nominating,  Social 
Service,  Sprague  Home  for  Nurses,  Thanksgiving  Linen  Offering.  These 
committees  shall  report  at  each  monthly  meeting  or  at  the  call  of  the 
President. 

7.  Duties  of  Committees : 

(1)  THE  ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE  shall 
have  charge  of  the  soliciting  of  Associate  Memberships.  Anyone  con- 
tributing one  dollar  a  year  or  more  shall  be  an  Associate  Member  of  the 
Board  with  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Annual  Meeting; 

(2)  CHILD'S  FREE  BED  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of 
contributions  through  Sunday  schools  for  the  support  of  free  beds  for 
children ; 

(3)  THE  DELICACY  COMMITTEE  shall  provide  for  the 
soliciting  of  delicacies  or  money  for  same  for  the  use  of  patients; 

(4)  THE  DEVOTIONAL  AND  VISITING  COMMITTEE  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Superin- 
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tendent  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  visit  the  Hospital  under  the  direction  of 
those  in  authority; 

(5)  THE  ENTERTAINMENT  COMMITTEE  shall  provide  suit- 
able entertainment  for  convalescent  patients  according  to  opportunity, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent; 

(6)  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  the  officers 
of  the  Board,  the  Chairman  of  the  Associate  Membership  and  Furnish- 
ing Committees  and  other  members  of  the  Board  appointed  to  serve  with 
them.  This  committee  shall  appoint  its  own  secretary  and  shall  have 
charge  of  the  collection  and  expenditures  of  funds  not  otherwise  provided 
for.  It  shall,  at  its  April  meeting,  make  appropriations  for  the  year  to 
Committees  of  the  Board  whose  work  depends  upon  such  appropriations; 
and  shall  have  charge  of  the  Contributing  Membership; 

(7)  THE  FURNISHING  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of 
housekeeping  supplies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board.  Members 
of  this  Committee  are  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  sewing  for  the  Hospital 
done  by  the  churches ; 

(8)  THE  HOSPITAL  BULLETIN  COMMITTEE  shall  collect 
and  edit  material  suitable  for  a  quarterly  publication,  to  be  known  as 
"THE  BULLETIN  OF  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL."  The 
distribution  of  the  Bulletin  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary ; 

(9)  THE  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  shall  have  charge  of  all  read- 
ing matter  for  the  use  of  patients; 

(10)  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  shall  consist  of  five 
members  originally  appointed  by  the  Board  to  serve  in  the  following 
manner:  At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Chairman  shall  retire  from  the 
Committee.  The  Committee  having  previously  proposed  for  election  a 
new  member  to  complete  the  number.  Following  the  Annual  Meeting 
the  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Three  months 
before  the  Annual  Meeting  the  chairman  shall  call  her  committee  to 
prepare  a  list  of  names  for  officers  to  be  presented  for  election  at  the 
Annual  Meeting;  also  for  a  class  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  serve 
three  years ;  and  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  two  remaining  classes. 
It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  present  names  for  election 
to  fill  vacancies  in  office  occurring  during  the  year; 

(11)  THE  SPRAGUE  HOME  FOR  NURSES  COMMITTEE

(12)  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE.  Social  Service 
supported  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board,  under  the  control  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  shall  have  an  Advisory  Committee.  The 
President  of  the  Woman's  Board  shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 
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The  Committee  shall  appoint  its  own  Vice-Chairman  and  Secretary.  Its 
object  shall  be  to  supplement  the  usual  work  of  the  Hospital  by  minister- 
ing to  outgoing  patients  who  may  need  assistance; 

(13)     THE  THANKSGIVING  LINEN  OFFERING  COMMITTEE 

shall  have  charge  of  gifts  of  linen  or  money  as  a  "Thanksgiving  Offering."

The  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  was  held  on 
April  3,  1916.  In  the  eight  months  which  have  passed  there  have  been  meetings 
each  month,  with  the  exception  of  July,  August  and  September.
